as a large ward, with 2,500 voters. 
Under: the ward system, aldermen 


. usually consider or speak for their 


own wards. There ls.no one in the 
Common Council to speak for the city 
as a whole. ,

Trout Rearing Pool 
Has Been Completed 


The trout rearing pool constructed 


by the Ulster Count? Fish and Game 
Association on the Xlntey property 
between Mt. Pleasant and Phoenicia 
has been completed and', tiled with 
water and it now awaiting the ar- 
rival of 10,000 "speckled beauties' 
from the State Conservation Depart- 
ment. Ray CauniU, field secretary 
and Benjamin J. Wlnne, president 
of the Association, are more than 
pleased with the results and feel 
that this project will be of great 
benefit to trout fishermen in the 
county who flab the trout streams lu 
the section under the supervision of 
the local association. 


Before long 10,003 four inch trout 


will be placed in the rearing pool 
where during the summer and fall 
they will be fed on a scientific basis 
Instead of being compelled to battle 
for existence in the streams of the 
county. By the rearing pool method 
the loss of trout will be greatly re- 
duced and instead of having a huge 
loss from natural enemies it Is an- 
ticipated that fully 90 per cent of 
the trout will be reared and turned 
loose nxet winter to be angled for 
next season by fishermen who come 
to Ulster county to fish. Through 
proper feeding and care these- little 
fellows will be considerably over 
legal size when released next winter 
and by spring they will make good 
fishing for someone.<

The*' rearing pool Is constructed 


on a cement base and is of two inch 
fir. The pool is 24 by 12 feet in 
sice and deep enough to properly 
care for the 10,000 trout. 
Water 


was turned in last week and the 
flow of water even in the present 
dry spell filled the tank 
in two 


hours, far sooner than had been ex- 
pected. The tank has been painted 
a green color and the bottom covered 
with pebbles to resemble natural 
conditions. 


During the season when trout are 


In the pool it will be under proper 
guard and in addition will be cov- 
ered and locked to prevent tamper- 
Ing with the fish. Mr, Klnsey, who 
jo kindly granted use of his stream 
for the pool, has also made 'provi- 
sions for caring for the pool. The 
matter of feed will be an item of ex- 
pense to the local association .but 
this item it is expected can be taken 
care of through funds derived from 
memberships.

Only from memberships 


are funds derived for this use and 
'.or operating the pheasant farm at 
Ruby and for the purchase of stock- 
ing fish for streams and ponds In 
the locality. 


The rearing pool for trout to one 


of the big projects of the year to- 
gether with the pheasant 
raising 


and bass stocking of streams. When 
filled with .water the rearing pool 
weighs about 20 tons. As soon as 
the trout are received and placed in 
the pool sportsmen will be notified 
and will be welcomed at the pool 
for inspection.
